Allowing indiscriminate extended on-street parking on residential roadways 
could cause city-wide problems in respect to reduced visibility for motorists 
and pedestrians, emergency vehicles, snow removal equipment and other 
maintenance vehicles. Based on experience, residents would probably utilize 
on-street parking for convenience and not because of insufficient on-site 
parking. 


RECOMMENDATION: 


That the existing policy, adopted on May 14, 1984 which states that extended

This provision 
conflicts with the prohibition of sales of goods contained In By-law 503-81. 


The third by-law containing provisions regarding the sale of goods is By-law 
436-83, mended, which regulates the sale specifically of refreshments. 
At this time there is no perceived or apparent need to amend this by-law. 
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The existence of the section in By-law 444-79, as amended, allowing the sale 
of goods to occur on a highway for up to 30 minutes on any one day at one 
location substantially derogates from the municipality's ability to enforce 
By-law 503-81, as amended, and markedly conflicts with the municipality's 
stated statutory intent as contained in that By-law. Further, as the sale of 


refreshment goods from refreshment vehicles and cycles is addressed in 
By-law 436-83, there Is no apparent reason to allow for the sale of any other 
goods on a highway. Accordingly, it is both prudently required and statutorily 
appropriate that subsection (2) of section 7 of By-law 444-79, as amended, be 
deleted from the By-law.

It is noted that a direct ramp from Highway 427 southbound to 
Highway 409 eastbound Is planned for construction In 1990 and 
this project is not part of the Delcan assignment. 


The project involves the widening of Highway 427 from four 
lanes to six lanes north of Airport Road. This widening will 
occur in the median to reduce project costs and to minimize 
disruptions and other impacts. 


In addition to the widening @ number of other improvements 
are proposed. The ramp from Highway 401 eastbound to 
Highway 427 northbound is two lanes in width with the two 
lane merging prior to the connection with Highway 427. This 
effectively reduces the capacity of this ramp to that of the 
single lane.

Secondly, at Morningstar Drive there exists a northbound left 
turn traffic signal and a ramp to southbound Highway 427. The 
traffic signals should be removed in conjunction with the 
freeway widening and the ramp to southbound Highway 427 
causes vehicle weaving movements at the Derry Road 
interchange.

Deputation on behalf of the Shipp Corporation. 


Included in the Agenda is a letter dated August 23, 1989, from 
Shipp Corporation Limited requesting to appear as a deputation at 
the September 6, 1989, meeting of the Operations and Works 
Committee. Mr. Shipp indicates in his letter that he will be 
making a presentation on his proposal at the Committee meeting. 


As Committee is aware, the reconstruction and widening of 
Hurontario Street to six lanes in this area is scheduled to 
commence this year. At the present time Mutual Road at 
Hurontario Street accommod: right-in, right-out and left-in 
movements. The proposed ign for the reconstruction of 
Hurontario Street includes a continuous landscaped median 
between Robert Speck Parkway and Burnhamthorpe Road which 
will restrict the access to Mutual Road to right-in, right-out 
only. At the present time vehicles making a left turn into Mutual 
Road must cross the two northbound lanes of Hurontario Street, 
however, when Hurontarlo Street is widened it will be necessary 
for these vehicles to cross three northbound lanes. As the City 
Centre area grows, with the corresponding increase in traffic on 
Hurontario Street the number of available gaps will be 
significantly reduced in the future which will increase traffic 
congestion and decrease the safety. 


A new right-in entrance has been proposed for the Hammerson 
property on the west side of Hurontario Street opposite Mutual 
Road. If a break existed in the centre median to accommod: 
left hand turns motorists will attempt to make illegal dangero' 
moves through the break in the island. It can, therefore, be 
concluded that if a southbound left turn is permitted from 
Hurontario Street to Mutual Road it would be necessary to 
construct a fully signalized intersection at this location with fully 
channelized left turn capacity both from the south and from the 
north. In our present design we have fully channelized left turn 
lanes at Burnhamthorpe Road and at Robert Speck Parkway.

BACKGROUND: Mayor McCallion has requested the Public Works Department to 
follow up on a concern raised by Mr. John Connor regarding the leck 
of signing on eastbound Highway 401 directing motorists to downtown 
Mississauga. Public Works and Public Affairs steff also have a 
number of concerns related to signing on Provincial highways with 
respect to the City of Mississauge. In response to the above concerns | 
steff from Public Works and Public Affairs met with staff from the ' 
Ministry of Transportetion Onterio. This report provides an outline of 
our concerns, policies related to signing on Provincial highways and 
recommendations for revisions. 


COMMENTS: Figure | illustrates the existing signing in place on the area Provincial 
highways related to City Centre signing, population signing and 
mileage guide signing. 


City Centre Signing: 
The existing highway signing refers to the "City Centre” as 


"Downtown". In this regard it would be appropriate to request the 
Ministry of Transportetion Onterio to revise the existing signing to 
indicate "City Centre" which is the official designation. This revision 
is within the Ministry's policy. 


It was requested thet the Ministry include the new City Centre logo 
on the signing. The Ministry's policy on "City Centre" or "Downtown" 
signing is that the Municipality can choose either a 9 x 14' sign with 
words only, or @ 3'x 5' sign with a logo. At the present time all 
signing related to downtown (City Centre) Mississauga is on e 9 x 14' 
sign. The Ministry has indiceted that only one type of signing will be 
allowed for each Municipslity. 


Figure 2 illustrates examples of the two types of signing. 


The visibility of the lettering, and therefore the effectiveness, is 

much better with the 9'x 14' sign. It is therefore felt that a 9' x 14' | 
sign with lettering should be used to direct motorists from the |

A review of the location of existing downtown (City Centre) signing 
indicates that signing should be in place on the Q.E.W. and Highway 401. 
However, the signing on Highway 401 west of Huronterio Street is missing 
for eastbound traffic. The signing on Highway 40! east of Highway 403 
directs motorists to the downtown (City Centre) vie Hurontario Street. It 
is felt that it would be more eppropriate to direct motorists vie 
Highway 403 and then Huronterio Street. It would also be appropriate to 
request directional signing to the City Centre on Highway 403 for 
eastbound motorists via Hurontario Street.

Current Ministry of Transportation Onterio policy is to update the figures 
es they receive revised Ministry of Revenue municipal enumeration 
information, usually every three years. Upon request from a municipality 
the Ministry of Transportation Onterio will revise the population signs to 
reflect the municipality's figure. However, should the next Ministry of 
Revenue populetion figures prove lower, the signs would be changed 
accordingly. 


The Planning Depertment prepared a report to the Community Planning 
and Development Committee dated November 16, 1988, which addressed 
the differences between the figures developed by the Ministry of Revenue 
and the Planning Depertment. There are strong reasons to support the 
City of Mississauga populetion figure. It is therefore felt the Ministry 
should be requested to revise the population figure to 433,000. 


Mileage Guide Signing 
foncemns have been expressed in the past regarding mileage guide signing. 
Council on December 7, 1987 approved a Public Works Department 


recommendation which stated: "that the Ministry of Transportation and 
Communication be requested to install mileage guide signing indicating 
mileage to Mississauga on Highway 5 and Highway 10". Public Works staff 
have recently discussed this issue with the Ministry of Transportation 
Onterio and understand that the Ministry's mileage guide sign policy is up 
for review.

The reason according to the Ministry is that Highway 5 is 
considered as part of an east/west route running from Toronto to 
London with Toronto as the end of the route. Also it hes been 
indicated thet Toronto has historically been shown as the end of the 
route for Highway 10 since Toronto (Metropolitan Toronto) is within 
the highway's corridor of influence. 


In the past a large percentage of the traffic on Highway 5 and 
Highway 10 wes destined to Metro Toronto. Today both Highway 10 
and Highway 5 within Mississauge's bounderies act as urban 
arterials versus rural highways, and therefore, it is more likely thet 
vehicles destined to Metro Toronto from west and north of 
Mississauga would be using either the GEW, Highway 403, 
Highwey 401, Highway 410, or Highway 427.

mms have been expressed that signing on Provincial highways 
related to Lester B. Pearson Airport indicates Toronto Airport. 
While it is recognized thet the sirport serves the entire greater 
Toronto area the airport is within the City of Mississauga. It is felt 
that the signing should indicate the official name Lester B. Pearson 
Airport versus Toronto Airport. The Ministry of Transportation 
Onterio has indicated that Transport Canada has requested the 
existing signs presently on the Provincial highways not be changed 
to Lester B. Pearson Airport. 


A number of concerns have been expressed concerning signing on 
Provinciel highways related to the City of Mississauge. In this 
regerd, it would be appropriate to request the Ministry of 
Transportetion Onterio to provide additional signing directing 
motorists to the "City Centre", to revise the City of Mississauge's 
population signing to 433,000, and to revise signing for the airport 
to the official name of Lester B. Pearson Airport.

The construction of this ramp necessitates the implementation 
of a left turn prohibition for westbound motorists using the 
ramp at the intersection of City Centre Drive. This 
prohibition will prevent motorists from legally completing a 
left turn movement from the ramp, across 3 lanes of perellel 
westbound traffic to access City Centre Drive. Access to 
Square One and City Centre Drive for these motorists is 
available vie Duke of York Boulevard and the internal Square 
One road network. 


Huronterio Street_at_Highway 403 Eastbound Off-ramp and 
Sherwoodtowne Blvd. 


Southbound left turns to access Sherwoodtowne Boulevard were 
not incorporated into the design since alternate access is 
available, and since exclusive signal phasing would also be 
required. In this regard, as there is no physical deterrent in 
place a left turn prohibition is required.

Pursuant 
to the provisions of this by-law, re! sales are not permitted to 
take place at any time on a highway. Conversely, subsection (2) 
of section 7 of By-law 444-79, as amended, being a by-law to 
control and regulate traffic on highways, provides that "a person 
who carries on the business of selling or offering for sale or takes 
orders for the sale of goods, wares and merchandise or produce 
from a vehicle shall not stop ehicle at one location on a 
highway or any part of a highway for a period greater than 30 
minutes on any one day". This provision conflicts with the 
prohibition of sales of goods contained in By-law 503-81.

The third by-law containing provisions regarding the sale of 
goods is By-law 436-83. amended, which regulates the sale 
specifically of refreshme: At this time there is no perceived 
or appi it need to amend this by-law. 


The existence of the section in By-law 444-79, as amended, 
allowing the sale of goods to occur on a highway for up to 30 
minutes on any one day at one location substantially derogates 
from the municipality's ability to enforce By-law 503-81, as 
amended, and markedly conflicts with the municipality's stated 
statutory intent as contained in that By-law. Further, as the sale 
of refreshment goods from refreshment vehicles and cycles is 
addressed in By-law 436-83, there is no apparent reason to allow 
for the sale of any other goods on a highway. Accordingly, it is 
both prudently required and statutorily appropriate that 
subsection (2) of section 7 of By-law 444-79, as amended, be 
deleted from the By-law.

The reconstruction and widening of Hurontario Street to six lanes in this area 
is scheduled to commence this year. At the present time Mutual Road at 
Hurontario Street accommodates right-in, right-out and left-in movements. 
The proposed design for the reconstruction of Hurontario Street includes a 
continuous landscaped median between Robert Speck Parkway and 
Burnhamthorpe Road which will restrict the access to Mutual Road to 
right-in, right-out only. At the present time vehicles making a left turn into 
Mutual Road must cross the two northbound lanes of Hurontario Street, 
however, when Hurontario Street is widened it will be necessary for these 
vehicles to cross three northbound lanes. As the City Centre area grows, with 
the corresponding increase in traffic on Hurontario Street the number of 
available gaps will be significantly reduced in the future which will increase 
traffic congestion and decrease the safety. 


A new right-in entrance has been proposed for the Hammerson property on 
the west side of Hurontario Street opposite Mutual Road. If a break existed 
in the centre median to accommodate left hand turns motorists will attempt 
to make illegal dangerous moves through the break in the island. It can, 
therefore, be concluded that if a southbound left turn is permitted from 
Hurontario Street to Mutual Road it would be necessary to construct a fully 
signalized intersection at this location with fully channelized left turn 
capacity both from the south and from the north. In our present design we 
have fully channelized left turn lanes at Burnhamthorpe Road and at Robert 
Speck Parkway. The impact of this would be not only that there would be 
another fully signalized intersection located between Burnhamthorpe Road 
and Robert Speck Parkway but the Proposed landscaping in the median will be 
drastically affected.

Conversely, subsection (2) of section 7 of By-law 444-79, as 
amended, being a by-law to control and regulate traffic on highways, provides 
that “a person who carries on the business of selling or offering for sale or 
takes orders for the sale of goods, wares and merchandise or produce from a 
vehicle shall not stop a vehicle at one location on a highway or any part of a 
highway for a period greater than 30 minutes on any one day”. This provision 
conflicts with the prohibition of sales of goods contained in By-law 503-81. 


The third by-law containing provisions regarding the sale of goods is By-law 
436-83, as amended, which regulates the sale specifically of refreshments. 
At this time there is no perceived or apparent need to amend this by-law. 


The existence of the section in By-law 444-79, as amended, allowing the sale 

of goods to occur on a highway for up to 30 minutes on ‘any one day at one 

location substantially derogates from the municipality's ability to enforce 

By-law 503-81, as amended, and markedly conflicts with the municipality's 

stated statutory intent as contained in that By-law. Further, as the sale of 

refreshment goods from refreshment vehicles and cycles is addressed in 

By-law 436-83, there is no apparent reason to allow for the sale of any other | 
goods on a highway. Accordingly, it is both prudently required and statutorily | 
appropriate that subsection (2) of section 7 of By-law 444-79, as amended, be | 
deleted from the By-law.

Although there is no specific zoning category for 
the operation of an Animal Shelter there are a number of zones which do 
permit animal boarding establishments and veterinary office or clinics. 
Because of the zoning requirements and the need of a central location by the 
Ontario Humane Society, Recreation & Parks, Public Works and Bullding 
Services were asked to comment as to the appropriateness of locating an 
animal shelter at the City's work yards. These properties are fully utilized 
‘and no space is available, however, it was suggested that the former 
Veterinary Clinic at the rear of the animal control facility on Central 
Parkway may be suitable for use by the Ontario Humane Society. 


An inspection of the property has been arranged with representatives of the 
Ontario Humane Society on Wednesday, September 6th, 1989. However, It is 
recognized by both the Ontario Humane Society and the City that there would 
be substantial renovations required to make the building usable. 


The Clerk's Department will also be working with representatives of the 
Ontario Humane Society to determine if any other properties are available 
suitable for use as an Animal Shelter in the City.
